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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner considers there to be motivation to 
modify the Schmitz reference since one in the art wishing to include hook and loop fasteneres would look to see how they are commonly 
placed onto a diaper. As discussed in the Final Office Action (2/24/04), Widlund et al. disclose how one in the art at the time of the 
invention would add hook and loop fasteners to a diaper, and therefore it is considered obvious to modify the Schmitz reference to 
include hook and loop fasteners before cutting the web Into individual diapers since this is well known and conventionally done in the art.. 
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
